Northeast Heating Oil Reserve

On July 10, 2000, President Clinton directed the Department of Energy to establish the Northeast Heating Oil
Reserve. The reserve is intended to reduce the risks presented by home heating oil shortages, such as the ones
experienced in December 1996 and January-February 2000.

Maximum inventory of heating oil in the reserve istwo million barrels. The Department of Energy believes that
atwo-million-barrel reserve will provide relief from weather-related shortages for approximately ten days, which
isthe time for ships to bring heating oil from the Gulf of Mexico to New Y ork Harbor. Inventory for the reserve
was acquired by exchanging crude oil from the Strategic Petroleum Reserve for heating oil to be delivered to the
storage facilities.
